- In Leitle Brittain, near St, Bartholomews Holpi- 
tal, London, there lived one Mr. Balep, aBlack- 
ſmith, a man of very good Reputation and Cre- 
dit, who was much beloved among{t his Neigh- 
bours, and had born moſt, it not all, the Pariſh 
Offices, being a Widdower, his Wife deceaſing 
about {ome three Months fince, having none but 


himſelf and a ftripling youth which was his Ap- 


prentice in the houſe with him, was found mur- 
dered 1n his ſhop on Monday Morning, the thir- 
teenth of this Inſtant Fanuary: the circumſtance 
thus; On the Sunday before, about.eight of the 
Clock in the Evening, he was drinking at a Neigh- 
bours houſe, almoſt oppoſite to his own ; and af- 


ter the drinking-of 2 or 3 Pots he departed, and 


was ſeen, by ſome thereabouts, to go to his own 
houſe, where unlocking the door he entred ;_ bur 
to ſee how ' prying deſtruction waits upon {ſecure 
Mortals, he, not ſurmiſing any ull, cloſed again the 
fatal door,the which no {ſooner done, as many conje- 
ture, but was ſeized on by pale-fac'd death, murder- 
ed by ſome barbarous,though as yet unknown hand, 
where all that Night he lay undiſcovered, his Boy 
lying up three pair of Stairs, and allo as it is ſup- 
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peradventure faſt aſleep, by reaſon of his being up : 


all the Nighrbefore, did not, as he attelts, hear the 
leaſt murmur of any noiſe nor-rumbling, but lying

two of his. Ribs in conjun&tion (to his Back, and 


the fracture of the Wound to be as followeth; that - 
he was ſhot in under the left Shoulder,the Bullet go- 
ing quite thorow his Kidney,ſplit his heart in pieces, 

took off a piece of -his Liver, fractured and: broke 


four on the right ſide of his Breaſt, and the Bul- 
let came out. .about three Inches aboye his Navel;
